length of time. Even if the owner of the 
parking lot attempts to remove the snow 
and this leaves a natural ice formation 
underneath, this does not of itself con- 
stitute negligence. 

Two cases will help illustrate this 
distinction. In one case, a shopping mall 
patron slipped and fell on a loading ramp, 
hurting his leg and knee. In this instance, 
the patron was helping a store clerk toad a 
ping-pong table that he had just purchas- 
ed. It had begun to snow, and there was 
snow on the ramp.when he fell. The Court 
held that the patron could not recover 
against the store and dismissed the case. - 


When a person slips on ice or snow ina 
store's parking lot, is he entitled to be com- 
pensated for injuries he sustains? The 
answer. to_this. question may depend on 

~—whether the injured party is an employee of 

the store or merely a patron. Cases in Il- 
linois show that it is much more difficult 
for a store patron to. recover money 
damages for such an injury than it is for an 
employee. 

An employee of the store will merely 
have to demonstrate that the injury occur- 
red in the course of his employment. He 
will not have to show that the owner was 
negligent in failing to maintain the parking 
lot. An injury to an employee while on the 
lot during normal working hours is 
compensable. 

A store patron, on the other hand, would 
have-to demonstrate negligence onthe 
part of the property owner in order to 
recover for his injuries. In Illinois, a proper- 
ty owner has no liability for injuries 
resulting from a fall on snow or ice which 
has accumulated naturally and has not 
been disturbed by the owner. There is no 

—duty-to-remove-natural-accumulations-of 
‘snow and ice even after a reaonsable

In another case, a worker employed for 
24 years slipped and fell in the company 
parking lot, severety injuring his hand. The 
evidence showed that although he was_not 
due to begin work until 7:00 o'clock, on the 
morning in question he arrived at 6:00 
o'clock to find the parking lot covered with 
ice and snow. He proceeded about 15 feet 
toward the company cafeteria, and then he 
fell. In this case, the Illinois Supreme,Court 
held that the injury was in the course of his 
employment and was compensable.

MITCHELL. — When Donald 
Sparks’ auto passed a vehicle 
emissions test Oct. 16 at the

On Jan. 2, Sparks, of Granite 
City, received a warning notice 
from the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency (IEPA) say- 
ing his auto hadn’t passed the 
test 

The notice said failure to pass 
the test could result in drivers 
license or vehicle registration 
suspension or a fine. 

“This is a form of harassment 
x myopinion-and I don't like 
it,” said Sparks, a retired feder- 
al government employee. 

He—ealed- Mac Yarbough at 
the IEPA office in East St. “Lou- 




















‘I explained to Mr. Yarbough 
that the notice received by me 
was in error,” Sparks said, 
“that I had, in fact, presented 
my car to the designated test 
station . . . and that the official 
test results ‘indicated that my 
car had passed minimum pollu- 
tion levels prescribed by law.” 
Yarbough told Sparks the 
problem is statewide, stemminy 
fram computer malfunction an 
opérator errors at the test 
stations, Sparks s. _Yarbough 
advised Sparks to ignore the 
first notice and action would be 
taken to correct the computer 
data, Sparks said. 
Whenever errors like this are 
made, Yarbough told Sparks, it’s 
assumed the vehicle owner

Senate plays role of state equalizer’ 


One of a series of articles on 
the Constitution. aS 

If the creation of the Hguse of 

epresentatives by the founding 
fathers represented a desire to 
keep control of the government 
within the people’s hands, their 
creation of the Senate can be 
seen as no less than_a parallel 
action to provide at léast tacit 
recognition of the limited sover- 
eignty of the states. 

The third section of Article 1, 
which outlines the structure and 
duties of the Senate, served as a 
two-pronged concession. On the 
one hand, the smaH states were 
elated by the equat representa- 
tion in this chamber, which gave 
them an equal voice with the 
larger, more populous states. On 
the other hand, by providing for 
Selection of senators by the indi- 
vidual state legislatures, the sec- 
tion left at least some control 
over the federal government 
with the states themselves. In a 
time when fears of a smothering 
national government ran ram- 
pant, this was an important 
point. 

The adoption of the 17th 
Amendment in 1913 changed that 
thinking to a large extent by 
placing the election of senators 
in the hands of the people. 

While this change has done 
much to make the Senate more 
accountable to the public, and 
thus more representative of its 
needs, there remains in this 
nation a general impression that 
the Senate is an elite, “upper” 


chamber of =. with the 


House-as-a “‘lower™*-chamber-——~— 


There are a number of rea- 
sons for this misconception. One 
factor—is—the-limited-size of the 
Senate. With each state having 
only two senators, the more 
exchisive—membership of the 
Senate may give it an added 
“value,”-at-least-in-some. minds, 
when, compared with the 435- 
member House of Répresenta- 
tives. 

Another reason well may be 
the perception of the Senate as a 
potential stepping-stone to the 
presidency. The majority of 

residential candidates over the 
last 40 years have come from 
the Senate. 

The Senate has carved a 
unique ‘niche in the American 
political system by virtue of the 
provisions made for its organiza- 
tion and operation in Article I, 
Section 3. 

For example, the six-year 
term of-office mandated in this 
portion of the Constitution was 
included by the drafters in order 
to provide some continuity to the 
new government. While House . 
members faced recall every two 
years, senators were given lon- 
ger terms. 

An_ unusual twist also can be 
found in the staggered terms of 
office outlined in this section, 
which results in one-third of the 
Senate facing re-election every 
two years. Undoubtedly, this 
arrangement was established in 
order--to—maintain—some—control. 


over the body by the people, 
then—acting through the—state 
legislatures, while still offering a 
degree of stability. This, of 
course, became much more 
importast with the adoption of 


‘the direct election of senators by 


the people. — 

Section 3 of Article I also sets 
out_the requirements for service 
in the Senate.Each senator 
must be at least 30 years of age, 
a_U.S. citizen:for a minimum. of 
nine years and a current inhabit- 
ant of the state from which he 
or she is chosen. 

Considerable space is also 
expended within the text of this 
section detailing the organization 
of the,;Senate. For example, the 
vice president of the United 
States is officially’ designated as 
president of the Senate. While 
this gives the vice president a 
unique opportunity to judge the 
Senate’s perspective on issues of 
importance to the administra- 
tion, his power is also limited by 
a ban on voting except in case of 
a tie. 

This rarely used authority to 
break a tie vote can be of great 
potential importance to the exec- 
utive if each party is almost 
equally represented in the Sen- 
ate. Though rarely needed, the 
vice president's vote has decided 
a number of key issues before 
the Senate. 

The Constitution also spells out 
the creation of a president pro 
tempore, and gives the Senate 
the-authority to elect_other_offi-

War Memorial visits Parks College

The Vietnam Veterans Memo- 
rial will be on dispaly at Parks 
College, June 1 through 7. 

The half-size replica is ‘being 
sponsored by KSHE Radio and 
hosted by Parks College of St 
Louis University in conjunction 
with the Vietnam Veterans 
Memorial Alliance 

The event was -announced by 
area veterans- groups, represen- 
latives of the college and KSHE 
Radio at the Soldiers Memorial 
in St. Louis. 

“It's important to the entire 
generation,” said Gray, chair- 
mtan of the Vietnam veterans 
group. 

“Everyone was touched in one 
way or another by the war. 

“The wall is one symbolism of 
the conflict what we all share,” 
















































Gray said. ‘I was at the original 
dedication and the feeling that 
was there is still felt whenever 
the wall is shown around the 
country.”’ 

The_replica is the creation of 
John Devitt, a Vietnam veteran 
from San Jose, Calif. While 
attending the 1982 dedication in 
Washington, D.C., Devitt was 
moved to give others a chance to 
view it. 

The“display will be on 24-hour 
viewing at Parks campus. A 
week of ceremonies is planned 
for the event starting at 10 a.m. 
Monday, June 1, with the open- 
ing ceremony. . 

The replica is six feet at its 
highest point and 250 feet long. 
It is made of ‘silk-screen and 
plexiglass. 

In letters a quarter-inch high 
it lists the names of the 58,022 
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mputer readings on the same specimen. 
hich allows virtually instant analysis of 


Americans killed or missing in 
Vietnam. 

“It’s my hope that the exhibit 
of this memorial in Cahokia will 
provide the healing that has 
been common for the hundreds 
of thousands wha have seen the 
original, leaving an indelible 
mark “on the emotions of an 
entire generation,"’ Gray said. 

Parks. College of St. Louis Uni- 
versity is located at the intersec- 
tion of Illinois 3 and 157, four 
miles south of the Poplar Street 
Bridge. 

“We are honored to be able to 
help bring the Moving Wall to 
the Missouri-Illinois area,"’ said 
John Beck, generat manager of 
KSHE radio.

A change in the new-federal_income 
tax law it results in an increase in 
the. Illinois income tax for taxpayers 
age 65 or over has never been given 
any publicity. 

mn the Illinois income tax return, as 
many exemptions can be claimed at 
$1,000 egch as is claimed on the federal 
return. je new federal tax law elimi- 
nated the additional exemption previ- 
ously allowed for those 65 or over. Thus 
a person 65‘or over can now claim only 
one exemption on the Illinois return, 
instead of two, as in previous years. 

A married couple, both 65 or over, 
with the same taxable income as in 
1986, will automatically have an 
increase in their [Illinois tax of $50. A 
single individual 65 or older will pay an 
additional $25 to the state of Illinois in 
1987 and each year thereafter.
